He is an Independent Re- 
publican of well-known ability; a bard- 
money man who, during his several 
years of public life has held the respect 
of that portion of the public in Penn- 
sylvania with whom he has come in 
contact He represents in Congress 
what was part of the old Wilmot dis- 
trict, which I represented, and his snc- 
eess will be very giatifying to our 
people.

Cattle Starving In Montana.

People in this favored land can have 


no idea of the suffering which the ter- 
rible severity of the winter has caused 
in the west. A private letter trom a 
gentleman in Helena, Montana, says: 
"I fear I shall lose all my cattle and 
sheep. I paid $45 per ton for the last 
hay 1 got for them. This territory will 
lose at least one-tonrtb of all its stock, 
both cattle-and sheep. The snow in 
most places is three feet deep, and of- 
ten iron nine to twelve feet. 
Cattle 


which have sufficient remaining strength 
will follow a load of hay coming into 
market fifteen or twenty miles with a 
nope of catching a stray bit. The 
streets are full of dying animals. Fifty 
died the other day, all in one lot, just 
outside the town. I fear this last snow 
will finish all. It has snowed every day 
for seven days." 


THK retiring Senators next month 


will make a solemn procession. The 
most ot them will ;go, as we believe, 
for good, and the places that know 
them will know them DO more. It is 
noted in the annala of the Senate that 
not one Senator in ten defeated for re- 
election afterwards gets back. There 
have been occasional instances, but 
they are very rare.

Two of these have been promi- 
nently mentioned in connection with 
the nomination for the Presidency, and 
one of them, Thnrman, it universally 
regarded as the leader of his party in 
the Senate. The Democratic loss is 
greatest in the retirement of Senator 
Thurman. He is tbe only Senator on 
the Democratic side who can success- 
fully hold up his end of the argument 
in an off-hand contest with Conkling, 
Blaine or Edmunds. 
Intellectually 


the Democratic side of the chamber U 
inferior to tbe Republican side, and this 
inferiority will be very marked after the 
4th of March, for the Democrats lose 
their brainiest men. 
On the other 


hand, the Republicans will safer no 
conspicuous loss except in tbe retire- 
ment of Senator Blaine, who is said to 
be booked for the Cabinet. Senator 
Thurman has the respect ud esteem of 
all, and no man of that party in re- 
cent years has left the 3enate whose re- 
tirement will be so deeply regretted by 
bis party associates.

Tbe hen 
played the glutton not long ago, and 
gorged her crop so full of corn that she 
suffered from indigestion, and was evi- 
dently on the point of death 
Eggs be- 


ing egg*, Williams determined not to lose 
his hen without an effort to save her. He 
therefore resorted to surgery. Cutting a 
hole three quarters of an inch long In ber 
crop with his pocket knife, be picked out 
the corn with a small wire—there was 
two-thirds of a pint of grains much swol- 
len—sewed up. the crop e»refull>, and 
then the outer skin, and put h.r in the 
hospital. That hen is now laying and at- 
tending to her daily dulie*—thirty-five 
cents a dozen at retail.
